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PREFACE 


Since  hostilities  were  opened  between  Japan  and  Russia,  some  twenty  months 
elapsed.  As  a  well-nigh  million  of  young  men  left  their  homes  to  fight  at  the  front, 
numerous  families  lost  their  main  supporters  and  came  to  feel  hard  pressed  in  securing 
their  livelihood.  However,  the  sympathy  of  the  rest  of  the  nation  for  these  bereaved 
families  was  deep  and  thoroughgoing,  and  the  spirit  of  mutual  assistance  everywhere 
manifested  itself  in  the  formation  of  relief-associations.  Everything  was  done  to  help 
the  needy  and  relieve  the  distressed,  by  supplying  work,  giving  shelter,  patronizing 
trade,  assisting  in  tillage,  and  taking  care  of  infants,  all  according  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  relieved,  so-  that  those  serving  at  the  front  had  no  need  of  being  anxious  for  their 
families  at  home.  This  is  nothing  but  an  excellent  fruit  of  our  national  growth  and 
refinement  and  at  the  same  time  a  splendid  manifestation  of  the  spirit  of  humanity. 

Indeed,  the  spirit  of  mutual  assistance  is  inherent  in  human  nature  and  is  a  good 
thing  in  itself;  but  if  left  to  its  natural  tendency  and  not  properly  directed,  it  may  end 
in  sad  destruction  of  the  spirit  of  independence  and  self-support.  So  too  are  charity 
and  compassion.  No  doubt  they  arc  beautiful ;  but,  if  not  well  guided,  they  may  go 


• 

astray  and  prove  injurious  to  social  welfare.  So  in  the  measures  to  meet  the  late 
emergency,  mere  sentimental  chanty  was  discouraged  as^much  as  practicable,  the  relief 
of  the  needy  being  accomplished 'by  supplying  remunerative  work  to  them.  This  was 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  idleness  on  their  part,  for  relief  through  work  fosters 
the  spirit  of  independence  and  self-support  in  h:  relieved,  and  a  concrete  lesson  in 
independence  and  self-support  cannot  be  given  except  through  work  for  livelihood. 

The  means  by  which  productive  labor  was  encouraged  at  different  places  during 
and  after  the  war,  were  different  according  to  the  circumstances  of  these  places,  but  it 
was  everywhere  through  them  that  the  spirit  of  industry  as  well  as  that  of  independence 
and  self-support  was  aroused,  so  that  not  only  the  distressed  families  of  those  serving 
at  the  front  were  thus  relieved  but  a  strong  refining  influence  was  exerted  upon  the 
nation  as  a  whole.  This  is  the  reason  why  the  facts  connected  therewith  are  summari- 
ly collected  in  this  present  volume  as  a  souvenir.  That  here  and  there  charity  works 
going  on  at  the  time  of  peace  are  inserted,  is  because  we  want  to  present  to  the  reader 
an  outline  of  the  works  of  charity  and  benevolence  which  are  going  on  in  our  country 
not  merely  at  the  time  of  war  but  also  at  the  time  of  peace.

Rakuzen-Kwai  (Good-Deeds  Enjoying  Association)  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  the  blind  and  deaf.  Only  through 
the  indefatigable  diligence  and  pcrseverence  of  those  who  have  been  in  charge  of  the  work,  the  school  has  attained 
its  present  state  of  success  and  prosperity.  At  present  there  are  seventy-one  blind,  and  two  hundred  and  nine 
deaf,  pupils  in  the  institution.

In  1889  this 
ins  itutron  was  transferred  to  t  e  Tokyo  municipality  from  the  control  of  the  Tokyo  Prefectural  Government.  In  November, 
iS'-S,  the  Annex-Re 'ormatory  for  vagrant  children  was  established,  and  its  practical  work  was  commenced  in  July,  the  next  year.

In  March,  1904,  wlii:ii  ]:o.»tilities  WL.^  i  jj.u>.a  utiuttn  ixi:»s,.i  ana  ouf  m^ntry,  our  A»ocuaion  wli.ch  is  situated  in 
llinoki-machi,  Akasaka-ku,  kpionecred  in  i.'talilishing  a  \voik  hop  where  the  washing  of  soldiers'  ck'thes  was  carried  on,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  \vor  lo  the  needy  families  of  soldiers,  when  similar  work  had  not  yet  been  carried  on  in  any  other 
places.  Not  only  as  the  applicants  i:  creased,  but  as  the  work  was  too  hard  and  exhaustive  for  not  very  healthy  people,  so 
another  departmeut — one  for  sewing — was  newly  added.  Moreover,  lor  the  convenience  of  tho.=e  who  had  sucking  children 
or  those  who  did  not  live  in  the  neighborhood,  a  nursery  and  a  boarding-house  were  also  established. 
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
